Osterberg was released at sunrise the 
other day iqion tlie intemperate outside 
world and permitted to go home to his 
breakfast. 
He was in the pink of con­ 
dition and declared that living in a 
sealed box was the least troublesome 
experience of a very eventful life. 
Mr. Osterberg resumed the routine of 
bis daily life as though it had never 
been interrupted. 
He was a trifle pale, 
but his flesh was as hard and firm as 
ever 
lie suffered no inconvenience 
from his task and is ready to begin all 
over again if necessary 
He has gained 
a few ounces, but it was not expected 
he would gain much on the diet ul 
lowed him, which was destined to show 
the effects of alcohol as food. 
Mr. Osterberg’s stay in the professor’s 
box w’as the longest ever accomplished, 
with the exception of that of A. W 
Smith, who a couple of years ago re­ 
mained iiumnred for 13 days. 
Smith 
was very successful in the performance 
of the task assigned to him. which in 
eluded severe mental work, severe mus­ 
cular work and the making of frequent 
observations of temperature and hydro­ 
scopic conditions of the atmosphere 
within the apparatus. 
The exiieriinent in Sm ith's case was 
divided into five periods. 
There was a 
preliminary period of nearly two days' 
rest, then a period of three days of hard 
mental work in calculating the results 
of a previous experiment, studying Ger 
man treatises on physics and the like 
Then followed three days of rest, after 
which came three days of intense mus­ 
cular exercise in lifting weights. 
The 
last period, like the first, was one of 
rest. 
Smith weighed 156 pounds when 
he went into the box and 154 when he 
came out. 
Tlie purpose of the experiment in 
Osterberg’s case was to discover tin 
nutritive v.alue of foods, the quantity 
of work arid heat that could be got out 
of them when fed to the human engine. 
The results obtained by Professor At­ 
water will go to make npan exhibit for 
the United States at the international 
exhibition of li)00 in Paris. 
Osterberg looked out of the 
bo.\ 
through windows sealed airtight, talk­ 
ed witii those about his bouse through a 
telephone, gut his air through a tube, 
and his food and drink through an in­ 
geniously 
contrived 
chamber. 
For 
amusement he rode a bicycle so geared 
that the amount of force expended vv;is 
accurately registered and by an electric 
light ri'ad novels in Swedish, his native 
language. 
Osterberg is not a man ot 
science, but only the janitor of the 
chemical laboratory of the Orange Judd 
Hall of Natural Sciences of Wesleyan 
university. 
He is 33 years old. 
The foiding chair, table and bed used 
by Osterberg during his confinement 
were weighed to determine the amount 
of water they bad absorbed in nine 
da vs. 
Just before entering the calor­ 
imeter Osterberg ate u supper of bread 
and milk, after which he ssvallowed six 
charcoal tablets. 
In the j>reparation of food for Oster 
berg’s consumption special attention 
was^’given to having it in the best form 
for 
accurate analysis. 
Meat, 
eggs, 
fruits, etc.. were pounded in a morti-r 
till the composition of all parts was the 
same. 
Meat was cooked in three bjills 
at the same time in the same dish and 
at the same temperature. 
Two were 
eaten and the third was analyzed. 
In 
the experiments with alcohcl only the 
imrest and best of Rhenish wines and 
distilled liquors were used. 
Professor A tw ater said that it would 
take sev'eral days to state accurately the 
results attained and until the expiration 
of that time he could not say anything 
Before making a statement to the pub 
lie be said be would be obliged to file 
his report with tiie department of agri­ 
culture. as this was a government ex­

Osterberg is not a man of 
science, but only the janitor of the 
chemical laboratory of the Orange Judd 
Hall of N atural Sciences of Wesleyan 
university.

accurately registered and by an electric- 
light read novels iu Swedish, his native 
language. 
Osterberg is not a man of 
science, but only the janitor of the 
chemical laboratory of the Orange Judd 
Hall of Natural Sciences of Wesleyan 
university. 
He is 32 years old. 
The folding chair, table and bed used 
by Osterberg during his confinement 
were weighed to determine the amount 
of water they had absorbed in nine 
days. 
Just before entering the calor­ 
imeter Osterberg ate a supper of bread 
and milk, after which he swallowed six 
charcoal tablets. 
In the preparation of food for Deter 
berg’s consumption special attention 
was given to having it in the best form 
for 
accurate analysis. 
Meat, 
eggs, 
fruits, etc., were pounded in a morter 
till the composition of all parts was the 
same. 
Meat was cooked in three balls 
at the same time in the same dish and 
at the same temperature. 
Two were 
eaten and the third was analyzed. 
In 
the experiments with alcohol only the 
purest and best of Rhenish wines and 
distilled liquors were used. 
Professor A tw ater said that it would 
take several days to state accurately the 
results attained and until the expiration 
of that time he could not say anything 
Before making a statement to the pub­ 
lic he said he would be obliged to file 
his report with the department of agri­ 
culture, as this was a government ex­ 
periment.— New York Journal.

Mr. Osterberg resumed the routine of 
his daily life as though it had never 
been interrupted 
He was a trifle pale, 
but his flesh was as hard and firm as 
ever 
He suffered no inconvenience 
from his task aud is ready to begin all 
over again if necessary. He has gained 
a few ounces, but it was not expected 
he would gain much on the diet a1 
lowed him, which was destined to show 
the effects of alcohol as food. 
Mr. Oater berg’s stay in the professor’s 
box was the longest ever accomplished, 
with the exception of that of A. W 
Smith, who a couple of years ago re­ 
mained iiumnred for 12 days. 
Smith 
was very successful in the performance 
of the task assigned to him. which in 
eluded severe mental work, severe inns- 
cnlar work and the m aking of frequent 
observations of temperature and hydro­ 
scopic conditions of the atmosphere 
within the apparatus.

Osterberg was released at sunrise the 
other day upon the intemperate outside 
world and permitted to go home to his 
breakfast. 
He was in the pink of con 
dition and declared that living in a 
sealed box was the least troublesome 
experience of a very eventful life. 
Mr. Osterberg resumed the routine of 
his daily life as though it had never 
been interrupted. 
He was a triCe pale. 
but his flesh was as hard and firm as 
ever 
He suffered no inconvenience 
from his task aud is ready to begin all 
over again if necessary 
He has gained 
a few ounces, but it was not expected 
he would gain much on the diet a1 
lowed him, which was destined to show 
the effects of alcohol as food. 
Mr. Osterberg’s stay in the professor’s 
box was the longest ever accomplished, 
with the exception of that of A. W 
Smith, w h o a couple of years ago re­ 
mained immured for 12 days. 
Smith 
was very successful in the performance 
of the task assigned to him. which in 
eluded severe mental work, severe mus­ 
cular work and the making of frequent 
observations of tem perature and hydro­ 
scopic conditions of the atmosphere 
within the apparatus. 
The experiment in Sm ith’s case was 
divided into five periods. 
There was a 
preliminary period of nearly two days 
rest, then a period of three days of hard 
mental work in calculating the results 
of a previous experiment, studying Ger 
man treatises on physics and the like 
Then followed three days of rest. after 
which came three days of intense inns 
cular exercise in lifting weights.

How to expand among oar own people 
xaoro than $200,000,000 a year, which 
tho people of the United States have 
bi ten iii the pant sending abroad, is <li- 
enssed in tho annual report of the chief 
o f the bureau of statistics, which ha- 
just been made public. Tho suggestion 
grows out of the nearer relations be­ 
tw een the United States and Caba. 
F orte Hick), Hawaii aud the Philip 
pines which have developed during the 
year. The report shows that the people 
of the United States have been sending 
•Inroad more than $250,000,000 a year 
in the parcbaae of the class of articles 
produced in these islands, which may. 
with the lntrodnction of American cap­ 
ital and energy, enormously increase 
their production and supply practically 
all of those articles of tropical growth 
for which we have in the past been 
compelled to send money a broad. VVh i Ie 
it is hoped and expected th at the farm 
«rs of the United States will steadily 
and rapidly increase their sugar pro* 
•duciog abilities through the growth of 
the beet and the establishment of beet 
sugar factories, there still remains, 
aside from sugar, nearly $200,000,000 
worth of tropical productions annually 
imported, and up to the present time 
the total of tropical productions im ­ 
ported, including sugar, has been over 
$250,000,000 annually. 
Discussing this question, the report 
says: “ The interest felt in the pro­ 
spective effect upon our commerce of the 
events of the past year has been ap 
parent in the inquiries which have 
reached this bureau from every part of 
the country. 
The production and con­ 
sum ption of the islands coming into 
-closer relationship with ns and their 
ability to supply our own wants and to 
open a market for our surplus products 
have been tho subject of eager inquiry 
“ This question naturally divides it 
self into three distinct propositions 
First, bow much they can supply of Hie 
class of articles for which we have in 
the past been compelled to send money 
abroad; second, how large a market 
they can themselves offer for our prod­ 
ucts; third, the introduction to other 
markets which their control may offer 
to our own producers and m anufac­ 
turers. 
"O ur annual importations of the 
clause** of articles produced iii the i- 
lands of Cuba, Porto Hico, Hawaii and 
the Philippines have for years averaged 
fully $250,000,000 annually. 
Of coffee 
our annual importations amount to 
nearly $100,000,000 per year; of sugar 
nearly another $100,000,000, and of 
tropical fruits, tobacco, hemp and other : 
articles of this character, fully $50. 
<100,000 more. Allof these are produced 
readily in these islands, aud iii most 
teases their production can be greatly 
increased. 
W ith the introduction of 
American capital, energy aud iiigeon 
ity, it seems not unreasonable to assault 
th at they may supply practically ull of 
the $260,000,000 worth of these pre 
Auctions which we have been compelled 
to buy abroad, aud, instead of spending 
th a t money annually among the people 
of other nations, we shall be enabled to 
distribute it among those having inter j 
eats identical with our own and repre 
renting American capital and American 
enterprise. 
It is worthy of note that a 
large share of the coffee which we an 
anally import now pays an export tax 
•of 12 p< r cent before leaving the colin 
illy of production, thus giving a marked 
idvantage fo those entering upon its 
production in localities where export 
•Antics are not collected.

W ashington, April ll.—The opinion 
was expressed iii official circl* s here 
that the outlook for a satisfactory and 
peaceful final adjustment of Samoan 
affairs is decidedly hopeful. 
I ho state­ 
ment was made in a well informed quar­ 
ter that it was altogether likely that the 
j*tint high commission by virtue of the 
plenary powers vested in its individual 
members would lie able to conclude a 
settlement of the Samoan question satis­ 
factory to all the powers concerned and 
that ther® was such an understanding 
lief ween the three powers as almost cer­ 
tainly would prevent any disagreement 
such as would make it necessary to ask 
King Oscar of Sweden and Norway to 
act as umpire. 
The peaceful solution of this delicate 
question, full of possibilities of serious 
trouble, was regarded as a triumph of 
diplomacy aud as furnishing the strong­ 
est kind of e vidence of a desire on tile 
part of Germany as well as of tho other 
two powers to maintain the must ami­ 
cable relations one with the other. 
The secretary of the navy Saturday 
turned over to the secretary of state tho 
following telegram received from Ad­ 
miral Ka ut/., now in Samoa:
